DETAILED ACTION 
The election dated 02/04/09 fails to explicitly state that all claims 38-74 read 
on elected species or embodiment 5. Note that during examination, if the 
examiner finds any elected claims that read on other non-elected species, the 
limitations of elected claims that read on non-elected species will be rejected 
using the applicant's admission that those limitations of elected claims that read 
on non-elected species are obvious variations of elected species. 

Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 .
